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TREASURY TOPICS. 


Fegersa Threatened Changes—Tom Ochiltree’s Sal- 
ary. 


WaSHINGTON, March 16.—It is understood 
that Secretary Folger will, at an early day, 
give the treasury department a thorough 
overhauling, and the guillotine will be util- 
ized to lop off some of the present heads of 
bureaus who have not given satisfaction. 
Complaints bave been received from the white 
house regarding the treatment which certain 
copyressmen bave received at the hands of 
subordinates of the secretary, and he has been 
cviven assurance that he will not be molested 
in making such changes as he may see 
problem, it is said, 
has caused the unfavorable sympioms 
manifes ed recenuy, and the 
retary is remaining at home in order to per- 
fect his programme of removals. There isa 
lack of harmony at the department between 
the secretary and several bureau chiefs, and 
henceforth Judge Folger says he will conduct 
affairs according to his ideas, without defer- 
ring tothe wishes of his employes. ‘The 
mine will probably be sprung in the course 
of the present month, just as soon as tne 
secretary matures his plans for. successors to 
the deposed chiefs, and no influence will be 
potent enough to avert the blow. 

OCHILTREE’S UNSETTLED ACCOUNTS. 

The solicitor of the treasury said to-day, in 
response to inquiries, that no action would 
be taken by his office in the matter of Repre- 
sentative Ochiltree’s unsettled accounts as 
United States marshal for Texas until a final 
decision should be reached with regard to the 
question of withholding the latter's salary as 
congressman. Mr. Ochilcree’s friends assert 
that such action as that advanced 
by the first comptroller wouid be 
an unlawful interference of the executive 
with legislative prerogatives; and that there 
are a nomber of representatives, senators and 
other prominent government Officials who. 
according to the rulings of the treasury de 
partment, occupy, in point of responsibility, 
a position similar to that of Mr. Ochiltree, in- 
asmuch as they are sureties on the bonds of 
defaulters, and, as such, equally responsibie 
with the principais Among such Officials are 
mentioned President Arthur and Senator- 
elect Cullom, of Illinois, as well as two ex- 
senators, Messrs Windom and Tabor.

“Wasnrnoton, March 16.—Thbere is an un- 
certainty as to the operations of the treasury 
department during the baiance ol the fiscal 
vear. it was chiefly from doubt as to what 
the pension office will turn out. Should 
Commissioner Dudley settle as many Cases as 
he said he intended to, there would be §$40,- 
000,000 pensions to pay between now and the 
30th day of June, or at the rate of $10,000,000 
each month. Sbould he send to the treasury 
department this amount of pensions for pay- 
ment, there would be no further call for 
bonds during the present fiscal year, at least 
no call which would mature rior 
to June 30. Should Commissioner Dad- 
ley not send up for payment the amount 
he expected to send, there might be a bal- 
ance in excess of the call which matures 
May Ist fur application to the bediem pen of 
the debt, although there will probably be not 
less than $6,000,000 reduction of receipts dur- 
ing the balance of the fiscal year resulting 
from changes in tbe internal revenue la w.

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A FLIPPANT WITNESS. 


Hrady Admits Ignorance Keadilly and Explains as He 
Goes Along. 

WasuincGrton, March 16.—In_ the star route 
trial Brady soon conciuded: his direct testi- 
mony and Mr. Bliss began the cross examina- 
tion: Before going into the department, wit- 
ness had studied law, been a school teacher 
gone into the army in 1861, remaining until 
1865, then practiced law and published a 
newspaper. In 1870 he had been appointed 
consul to St. Thomas, West Indies,at a salary 
of $4000; remained there until 1875 was 
appointed supervising inspector of internal 
revenue, and then went into the postoffice 
department. Mr. Bliss asked how much 
salary witness had received in his position of 
inspector of internal revenue. Objection was 
madeand Mr. Bliss explained that he wanted 
to show that the witness had gone into the 
postal service in only moderate circum- 
stances. The court refused to allow the in- 
quirys He was asked to explain why the in. 
creased service was granted on 
some routes, and not on _ others. 
Witness = said much had depended 
upon the earnestness of congressmen in urg- 
ing the claims of the respective routes. Some- 
t:mes he lacked the means to put on increased 
service, and again he was on some days more 
liberaily inclined than on others. In regard 
to the White river, Rawlins route, witness’ 
attention was called to the fact that he had 
expedited the service more than he had been 
asked todo. He said he presumed that when 
the route was expedited the object was to get 
faster time. “It looks a little, in 
that case, as if I had done as I 
pleased about it,’ said the witness. ‘‘Yes,’’ 
assented Mr. Bliss. ‘Just as I had aright to 
do under the law without :eference to sena- 
tors or petitions,’ continued the witness. Mr. 
Bliss produced a letter in this connection, 
asking a five-day schedule, and inquired why 
a forty five-hour schedule had been allowed? 
Witness answered that’ he bad no means of 
knowing whether the days spoken of meant 
twelve ortwenty-four hours, Attention was not 
always paid to the recommendations 01 post- 
masters, because they often had a personal 
motive. Brady asserted that all of the nine- 
teen routes under consideration were expedi- 
ted at less than the pro rata, and that he had 
always driven bargains in favour the govern- 
ment, The examination was directed to the 
methods of Brady’s office, and all his answers 
were that he bad acted within his authority, 
had accepted the aftidavits of 
contractors without question or 
investigation, had acted in-some cases not in 
accordance with either the petitions or re- 
commendations of congressmen, but ‘‘as he 
pleased,’’ withont giving fur:her reasons. 

To one of Mr. Bliss’s questions he replied: 

‘You don’t expect me to answer that?’ 

‘Why not?” said Bliss. 

‘Because it is so ridiculous,”’ 
Brady. 

Brady was perfectly unconcered, defended 
and justified himself whenever he saw fit, 
and cunfessed ignorance with equal readi- 
ness,

The New Nickel—A Federal Judge Suspended—RKou- 
tine Gosalp. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Republican mem- 

bers of the Ohio legislature write to friends 
here that there is a movement at Columbus, 
baving for its object the nomination of Sena- 
tor John Sherman fur the governorship next 
fall. The idea is, that if beshonld be elected 
governor he would be a prominent candidate 
for the presidential nomination in ‘he con- 
vention of the next summer. Sherman’s 
consent is yet to be gained. 
The secretary of the navy invites proposals 
fron™ American shipbuilders for the con- 
struction of three steel cruisers and a despatch 
boat, authorized be the navy appropriation 
bill. 

The new five cent nickel has been changed 
to meet the objections raised against the 
present device, that it did not specify its de- 
nomination. The cbtange is contined to the 
reverse side. The legend ‘‘Epluribus Unum,’ 
has been placed above the wreath, and in its 
present place will be -he word ‘‘cents,’”’ below 
the Romano numeral “V.”’ 

The president has suspended W. P. Hoover, 
associate justice of the supreme court of 
Arizuna, pending investigation of charges of 
bribery. Hoover gained some notoriety in 
Wasbington in connection with the star route 
jury bribery case.

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TO BE TRIED OVER, 


The Democratic Majority to Renew the Tariff Agita- 
tlon. 

Wasuinctros, March 16.—The few demo- 
cratic congressmen who remain here are di 
vided in their opinions as to the probable ac- 
tion of their party with respect to tariff in the 
next congress. Mr. Morrison, who left for 
home this morning, said before leaving: ‘‘We 
shall begin just where we began last winter. 
The bill which has passed is no settlement of 
the question. Weshall commence to revise 
the tariff in a thorough and intelligent man- 
ner, the object being to secure impurtant re- 
ductions, and the bill which will be framed 
will undoubtedly come from a committee 
which will not be composed as the last one 
was.”’ 

It having been suggested to Mr. Morrison 
that possibly if Mr. Randall should be speaker, 
a committee of ways and means might be ap- 
vointed which would not be very enthusiastic 
in the support of further meddling with the 
tariff, Mr. Morrison could only reply, “‘Mr. 
Randall wil! not be elected speaker.”’

SOUTHERN COMPETITION. 


THE NORTHERN DRYGOODS MEN 
DRIVEN TOTHE WALL. 


Compleints That Southern Manufacturers Are Driv- 
img New Engiand Operators Out of the Market— 
The Remedy Sought One Waieh it Would 
be Suicidal in the Railroads. 


Special to The Constitution. 

New York, March 16.—At last the south- 
ern manufacturer has come to be regarded as 
a factor in the great trade centre of America. 
The dry goods men of the north are calling 
out for protection against the encouragements 
of southern manufacturers, and the protec- 
tion they ask for is one which the railroads 
regard as suicidal and out of their pewer to 
grant. Thus the consultation bad with Mr. 
Fink and the representatives of the trunk 
ines, by a sub-committee of the Dry Goods 
Merchauts association, is an important 
sign of the drifting of trade channels 


from north to south. 

Among the merchants present were Messrs. 
C. N. Biiss, L. G. Woodhouse, William D. Far- 
well, of this city, and Mr. Green, of Green, 
Joyce & Co., of Co umbus, Ohio. The mer- 
chants stated what changes they desired in 
classification, the argument in faver of these 
changes being based on the fact that, with 
the existing rates, they are unable to compete 
in Cincinnati, Louisville, 8t. Louis and viner 
centers fur northwestern trade with the south- 
ern manufacturers, who have now encered 
that market as active and formidable compet- 
itors. The only relief the houses in this 
city can see is in a reduction of the classifica- 
tion of dumestics and consequent reduction 
in freight rates. Their requests were listened 
to, and they were assured tnat they should be 
given the m@t careful consideration. 

THE YUUNG SOUTH ASA FOE. . 

In explaining the issue, the New York 
Times, in an article gained from unques 
tioned authority, says that while on its sur- 
face the question is a simple one, yet in 
reality itis one of the most formidable as 
weil as delicate the traffic managers of the 
railroads have been called upon to consider, 
it goes far beyond a question of freight rates. 
It is a question of the future existence ol the 
great cotton industries of the New England 
states, Itis a battle for life by these manu- 
factories against their offsping in the south, 
[The transportation of these domestics to 
he west is a very large suurce of income 
to the trunk lines, and theretore 
itis to their manifest interest to foster the 
business and prevent all pusible encroach- 
ments upon it in the markets of the norch- 
west and west. They find the young blood of 
the southern manutacturers and railroads foe- 
men such as they have never hertwofore been 
called upon to meet. During the past few 
years New England heads and hands with 
ample capital have gone south, and these, 
with New England machinery, New England 
looms and spindles, on the ground where the 
cotton is grown, have begun, on the exten- 
sive scale, the manufacture of sheetings and 
shirtings of a quality no way inolerior 
to the New England product. These 
goods can be laid down in St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, and other centres at 
a less price than New England manufactures 
can at‘urd, for this reason: The New England 
or New York manufacturer has to pay to get 
his material from the fields to tne milisa 
freight charge which eats materially inw his 
possible future profits. Forinstance,h sfreight 
trom Atlanta, Ga., to Lowell, Mass., two cen- 
tral points, is 85 cents per 100 pounds, Saould 
the manufacturer be able to buy to equal ad- 
‘vantage at the seaports Savannah, Charieston, 


possibftity—his treigut charges would be fro:t. 
50 to 75 cents per 100 pounds. To this must 
be added the charges fur carting at various 
ports and the loss of cotton by theftand 
‘leakage,’ the latter often no small matter. 
Atthe outset, then, the northern manufac- 
turer, even when he buys direct 
from the planter, is handicapped 
witha churge hardiy noticeable, to be sure, 
on a yard of sheeting, but amvuunting Ww a 
large amount on a case, and to a moderate 
fort ine on a year’s product. There is no ma- 
terial difference in the cust of manufacture, 
certainty not enough as against the southern 
manufacturer tootiset the nandicap of freight 
charges placed on the northern nianulacturer, 
The soutberner is nearer the western and 
northwestern trede centers, and so Can reaco 
the consumers at a less cost for freight than 
ean the New Englander. Then, too, ne deals 
direct with the consumer, while 
the New Englander, in accordance with 
time bonored precedent, deals through a com- 
mission house in this city. The northern 
manufacturer goes to the market and 
sells a case of goods, say for $50, to a Cinvin- 
nati merchant, who finds the case cost him 
$52 when it reaches bis store,with freight and 
trucking charges paid. The southern manu- 
facturer, through his agent, sells and delivers 
at the same store a case of goods of the same 
quulity, made of the same material, with the 
same loums, for $51, and the southern manu- 
facturer makes the most money out of the 
transaction, as he has no handicap to start 
out with and no commissions to pay. The $l 
a case saved to the Cincinnatian is no great 
amountona single case, but on a years 
sales it isavery large amount. Naturally, 
therefore, he goes to the southern market. 

THE NURTHERN MANUFACTURERS HANDICAPPED. 
New kngland mauufacturers have discuss- 
ed seriously the propusition to take their bu- 
siness out of the hands of the commission 
merchants of his and other eastern cities, 
and of dealing, as their —— com petit- 
ors do, direct with the com®umers, Their 
agents would, however, cost them as much 
as their commissions to the houses in this 
city, and they find the initial freight handi- 
cap and freight rates after manufacture star- 
ing them in the face. How, then, to main- 


west isa question they are trying to solve. 
How to keep their business in dumestics and 
their western trade in their hands is the aim 
of the commission houses. Just here the 
freight-rate loums up asa possible relief, and 
hence the petition for a_ reciassifica- 


tion and lower rates. The railroad  in- 
terest here enters as another fac- 
tor in the trying prodlem. If the 


railroads of the east reduce the classification 
of domestics and thus lower the freight rates, 
it would certainly afford relief, provided the 
southern roads did not also reduce their clas- 
sitication and lower their rates. In order to 
protect the southern manulacturers—which 
they have as mucn interest in fostering as do 
the trunk lines of the east—they would meet 
reduction by reduction both in classificauon 
and rates. This done, and the merchants 
and manufacturers of the north will be left 
in exactly the same position that they are at 
present. The southern roads would ceriainly 
dv what is here outlined and _ the 
traffic managers of the northern lines 
are well aware of this, and know also that be 
cause of less mileage over which to draw 
the freigh. the southern roads would be 
uble to carry ata less rate than they could. 
“What benefit, then, would it be to as to re- 
duce the tariff?’ asked a freight agent of one 
of the trunk line roads in discussing the vex- 
ed question. ‘We should get a smaller in 
come for carrying the goods if we reduced the 
classification, and would in no way beuefit

The government 
offices and residences of ministers are 
strongly guarded. Later and closer inspec- 
tion shows that the explosion occurred trom 
the outside of the building. The 
Times says: The explosion at 
our office occurred at 7:45 o’clock on 
Wednesday‘ evening, but falling of a can- 
ister prevented serious damage. There is 
reason to believe that two attempts of this 
kind were made by some miscreants. There 
iS an enormous crowd gathered at the scene 
of explosion last niggt.4n the local govern- 
ment board offices in Westminster. A goy- 
ernment inspector has made an examination 
of the portion of the building damaged by the 
explosion, and he places the loss at £4,000.

' -HE FEELING THROUGHOUT ENGLAND. 
The Times this morning gays: In Manches- 
ter, Leeds, Liverpool aud Lendon the feeling 
of the English working men towards the 
irish people, which was once sympathetic, 
has becom®’ cold. It only depends on a few 
more cases of dynamite outrages to turn this 
feeling into one of angry hostility, which the 
authorities will find very difficult to control.

Rossa showed a telegram from a friend in 
this city warning bim not to speak on the sub- 
ject, and the following dispatch from Boston:

Unthonered un- 
known, neglected aud forgu:ten! Our last 
resting place d.:e raied, our wemuries unhal- 
lowed aud our very names obiiteraied ! We 
are the uncesturs of Katontonu,tue founders of 
its weaith, the creators of its Civi-ization, the 
piuneers who broke aud made Simeoth the 
pathsia which y. our descenda, ts walk tu-day! 
How we labured, ow we suilead, bhuw we 
toil-d fur you, citizens Of Hatuntun, our chil 
dren, who have failed to pay inreturo affec- 
tiogs last poor tribute—loving care of us your 
dead! Lurds of the soil once Were we, prond 
owners of all the broad acres you now pos- 
sess, but you have grudged us man’s fast 
pitiful inheritance—six feet of earth! For, 
have you uot for years allowed our graves to 
bea herding place fur cattle and a play ground 
for children? Is not every Christian entitled 
to buridl in consecrated soil? And are we 
living in a consecrated or desecrated ground? 
Answer, and biusu! 

“Oh! bow helpless are the dead! How soon 
forgotten! Some of us Who lie beneath your 
feet were once as tenderly loved, as gently 
nurtured, as fair of face, as lovely of form as 
youof to-day. The very winds of heaven 
were notailuwed to blow too roughiy upon 
these dainty beauteous ones, but over their 
neglected graves the filthy swine have rvoted 
and the cattle have trawpied for years. 
Shame, shame upon our descendants, citizens 
of Katunton! Under the shadow of the old 
church ourown bands reared we lie. No 
Howers bluom above us, no tender, loving 
bands work over us, no reverent care guards 
the record of our lives and deaths. Desecrat- 
ed! Abandoned! Forgotten! How pitiful 
are the dead in the oid Eatonton cemetery !”’

But the work of vaccination was renewed 
and made as thorough as possible, and the 
result is that the disease has again been 
stamped out. No new case bas been devel- 
oped in several weeks, and it is not likely 
that any case will occur unless it is brought 
into the city from some infected neighbor- 
hood or community. 

Now, there is a lesson in this result that is 
of vital importance to the people in every 
paft of Georgia. 
onstrated in Atlanta during the past twelve 
months that thorough vaccination is an 
absolute preventive of smallpox, and 
that partial vaccination is better than no vac- 
cination atall. To be thorough, vaccination 
must occur whenever there is necessity for it. 
A physician exposed to smal!pox vaccinates 
himself every ten days, no matter how many 
“scars’’ he may have, and those who are vac- 
cinated whenever the necessity arises, even 
though it should arise a dozen times a year, 
need have no fear of the smallpox. 

Recently there have been a number of 
deaths from smallpox in comparatively re- 
mote neighborhoods in Georgia, owing to the 
lack of vaccination; but if every community 
in the state would take prompt measures to 
insure the vaccination of its members, the 
disease would soon be robbed of its terrors.

A presidential election in sight will be apt 
to keep the next congress in an economical] 
frame of mind; and there will therefore inev- 
itably arise a demand for further reduction 
in taxatian. This means another tariff bill. 
We will doubtless be able to spare even more 
revenue than the bill of the late congress 
struck off. Another overhauling of the tariff 
is needed in any event, and all things gndicate 
that neither party will, if the surplus is large, 
care to oppose a furthers reduction in the 
burdens of taxation. We are, in fact, just at 
the opening of a grand campaign of tariff 
reform.

ghe Man Whos Evidence Was Relied Upon to Convict 
Frank J mes—Reminiscerces of the Bra of [rain 
Robbery—Toee Biue Cut Trogecy—The 


Cross-Fire Between the Men. 
Kansas Crry, March 16.—The death of 
Clarence Hite in Kentucky removes ‘thie 


strongest witness for the state against Frank 
James, the surrendered outlaw, now in jail at 
Hiatin, charged with the murder of Con- 
ductor Westfall, of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and road, and McMillan, the stone- 
mason killed on the night of the Rock Island 
‘rain robbery. Hite, as is weil known, was 
arrested in Kentucky last summer by Henry 
(Craig. ot this city; Sheriff Timberlake, of 
Clay county; Dick Liddel, at present a resi- 
: st of Alabama, and Bob Ford. The infor-

mation upon Which he was arrested was 
furnished by Bob Ford, soon after the 
famous raid over into Rilay county 
by Kansas City officials in January, 


iss2, Hite was an own cousin of the James 
boys, and was induced by the last named to 
oin the robber band. He was a mere boy at 
the time, but his elder brother, Wood Hite, 
nad for some time been looked upon as a bad 
man by tne Kentucky officials, in which state 
the Hites resided. After the Blue Cut rob- 
bery the two Hites returned to Logan county, 
Kentucky, but Wood Hite and Dick Liddel 
having bad troubie, the former returned to 
Mis and wentio the bome of the lord 
boysin Ray county. It was at this place tha: 


‘he was shot and killed by either Liddel or 


Bob Fora, and his boay buried in an old well 
near the Furd house. After the raid by the 
Kansas City officers Bub Ford came over to 
Kunsus City one morning, and at the police 

confessed to Chief Speers tha: on 
night of the raid, Dick Lid- 
de] escaped from the house by a rear door ; 
but was ina bud condition from a wound in 
the leg received duringthe fight which re- 
suited in Wood Hite’s death. Bob Ford also 
at the same timegave the names of all the 
members of the James boys gaug who took 
part inthe Winston and Blue Cut robberies, 
and told how Wood Hite had been killed and 


where we was buried. He also told where 
Clarence Hite could be fuund in Logan 
county, Kentucky. From that confession, 


made to Chief Speers by Bob Ford, came the 
surrender of Dick Liudel, the ¢apture of 
Clarence Hite, the deathof Jesse James in. 
St. Joseph, and the surrender of Frank James 
to Governor Crittenden. 

When Clarence Hite was arrested in Ken 
tucky he was cunfronted witb the sirongest 
kind of evicenve regarding his presence at 
Winston, and upon being taken to Gallatin 
he entered a plea of guilty, and was at once 
sentenced to the Missour! penitentiary. Afier 
frank James surrendered etforts were made 
to have Hite pardoned in order that he might 
testify against tue ex-train robber and last week 
Governor Crittenden granted him a complete 
pardon. That it was the intention to use him 
‘against Frank James is well known, and his 
death will certainly be to the advantage of 
ihe prisoner. 

THE BLUE CUT TRAGEDY, 

Hite was the man who, ou the night of the 
Winston robbery, crawled from the front end 
ofthe baggage car tothe engine and fired 
three shots at the engineer. Just aiter the 
east bound passenger train on the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific road bad left Winston 
that night it was boarded by a gang of men 
variously estimated in number from six to 
ten The men were all dressed in dark 
clothes, with high caps, wore masks over their 
faces, and carried a large navy revolver in 
each hand. One hada sack banging at his 
left side, into which the money, Jjew- 
clry and other plunder taken from 
the passengers were thrown. Three 
of the robbers went into the front car 
and began discharging their revolvers. The 
conductor. Westfai!, wasin the act of placing 
acheck in a passenger's hat when the men 
began firing ut him. He retreated to the 
rear of the car. followed by the bandits, ‘and 
when he reached the platform he tell with 
several wounds io his head. His body rolled 
Ol) the platform to the ground, and it was 
found by the side of the track. The robbers, 
after shooting the conductor, went through 


all the cars and back again, continually 
firing off their revolvers, cursing and 
swearing, and robving the passengers. 
A railroad laborer named Frank Mc- 


Millan, who was on the platform of one of 
the cars, looked through the window,and was 
shot through the head and killed. His body 
rolled on the track. The rubvers had fuil 
possession of the train, and brought it toa 
p on the Dog creek bridge, where they 
jumped ‘off dnd speedily disappeared. The 
robbery created excitement, Rewards 
amounting lo many thousands were at once 
offered for the apprehension and conviction 
of the train robbers, Search was kept up for 
several months by the officers, but Hite was 
the first of the gang to beapprehended. The 
prisoner made a fuil and complete confession 
of his associates to the officers before his sen- 
every one of the gang then be- 
came known. Hite swore that it was Jesse 
James who killed Westfall. He also said 
that Ed Miiler, another of the gang, had been 
killed by Jesse James in southern Missour 
for the money he tial in bis possession. 
CHARLIE FORD S RECITAL. 

“T was right mad when | saw that in the 
paper the other day. 1] reckon it was Wvod 
Hite that struck him. Wood and Jess James 
went into the express car, andthe messenger 
tried to hide a big long pocketbook fuil of 
money. Wood saw him doit and to.d him 
to give it up. The messenger said be hadn’t 
any niore money. Wood told him he knew 
better. for be saw him hide it, and again or- 
dered bim to give itup. The messenger con- 
tinued 10 deny baving the money, and Wood

‘ struck bim over the head with his pistol. If 


the messenger had done as he ought to, and 
vive up the money at first, he never would 
have been burt. 

“Wood had an ugly temper, and you never 
coMid depe nd upon Lim. He might be your 
friend to-day and to-morrow your enemy. 
Frank and Jesse were butb afraid of him. He 
and Frank got into a dispute one day over a 
game of cards, and both went for their pis- 
tols. Jesse sdw that Wood was going to get 
the drop on Frank, and jumped in between 
them. Dick Little was there, and he and 
Jess kept them apart until they cooled. 

‘Jesse and Frank didn’t hitch very well in 
the ast ygar. They were always quarreling. 
Jesse didn’t like Frank’s wife. She is a real 
high-toned lady and a great favorite with the 
boys. Jesse was a great lover of notoriety. 
He'd do anything to get his name in the pa- 
pers, and when be'd see @ paper with a story 
about him in it he’d show it to Frank’s wife. 
She'd throw it down and wouldn't read it 
when she saw what it was. That made Jesse 
very mad. Frank is a different man to Jesse. 
He didn’t like to bave anything about bim in 
the papers. He does not like notoriety and 
never did. Dick was a great friend of Frank's 
wife. and thought a great deai of her. Dick 
is ope of those fellows who, when any one 
does him a favor. will do all he Can in return. 
Because he was friendly with Frank's wife 
Jesse got down on him.’ : 

“You must have derived considerable

A WAGON FULL OF WILDCATS, : 

Yes, we did, indeed. After the Blue Cut 
robbery Jesse and Frank and Clarence Hite 
and | walked into Kansas City. The next 
morning J] went over home. i expected to 
fod Wood and Dick at my house, but they 
did not arrive uptil Sanday morning. They 
found all the crossings guarded, and had to 
hide in the woods a day or two; then they

Jess and Clarence sat on the 
front seat. Clarence was dressed in woman's 
clothes, and Frank and Wood lay in the bot- 
tom of the wagon with a blanket thrown 
overthem. Dick and I followed about 100 
yards behind the wagon: when we got over 
to town we separated. Frank went down to 
his father-in-law's at Independence, Jess went 
honie to his wi'e, and the rest of us scattered 
around generally.” 
HOW THE OUTLAWS GOT INTO THE MESHES, 

The killing of Wood Hite was the result of 
a quarrel between Liddel and Hite that orig- 
inated in Kentucky about two months pre- 
vious to the fatal meeting of the men in Ray 
county, Missouri. It is well known that the 
elder Hite’s home, near Adairsville, Ky., was 
for years the rendezvous of the leading mem- 
bers of the James gang. The house was well 
removed from the town, and the outlaws ran 
but little risk in coming and going at their 
pleasure. The topography of the country 
about the retreat of the bandits was well vai- 
culated to cover a flight in case of a surprise. 
During the latter part of 1881 ° Laiddel 
made his home with ‘the Hites, not 
caring to venture back into Missouri, where 
the officers were continually on his track. 
Early in January of 1882 Wvuod Hite one day 
accused Liddel of being too intimate with 
old Hite’s wife. Liddel denied the charge, a 
quarrel arose between the two, and each pull- 
ed bis revolver, Several shots were exchang- 
ed, but neither outlaw was wounded. Lid- 
de] retreated frum the house, mounted his 
horse, and left the state, coming direct to 
Ray county. The shovting scrape between 
Liadel and Hite took place after the former 
bad quarreled with Jesse over the killing of 
Ed Miller. Jesse and Wood were great 
friends, and Lidd?l thought that a plan 


had been concerted by the two for 
mer to. ill him. Under this belief 
be went to Mussouri and joined Bob 
Ford, who was then living with his sister, 
Mrs. Bolton, ona farm about two miles out 
of Riehmond. Tne other inmates of the 


house were Will*Ford, Bob’s invalid brother, 
{da Bolton and Mrs. Bolton's youngest child. 
A week or two after Liddel’s arrival the door 
suddenly opened one morning and Wood 
Hite entered. The family was at breakfast at 
the time Hite entered, and, knowing the en- 
mity that existed between the men,it was ob- 
vious that the meeting might terminate in 
bloodshed, Liddel advenced toward Hite 
and extended his hand, which the latter ac- 
cepted, atthe same time giving Liddel an 
assurance that he felt friendly toward 
him in spite of their late liveiy 
but harmless episode; but scarcely had 
the party seated tnemselves at the table when 
Hite beyau a tirade against Liddel, repeating 
his formeraccusation. Liddel gave him the 
lie, and accused him of being sent by Jesse 
James to kill him, Instantly both men 
sprang to their feet, drew revolvers, and 
opened fire. Mrs. Bolton and her children 
sprang to one corner of the room, passing in 
range of the buliets, but escaping without 
injurv. Bob Ford moved toward the door, 
toward which Liddel was also backing be- 
tween the shots. The men were firing diag- 
onally across the room, the bullets passing 
uncomfortably close to the cuildren, who 
were rushing about frantically endeav- 
oring to escape. After several shots had 
been exchanged, Bob drew his revolver and 
fired twice at Hite, who fell to the 
floor with a bullet through his brain, but 
whether it camé from Liddei’s or Ford’s re- 
volver has never been ascertained. The body 
was removed from the house and thrown into 
an old spring on the farm, where it was 
found by officers after Lidde! had surrendered 
and told the story of Hite’s death. During 
the shooting Liddel was wounded in the leg, 
while Hite, at the first fire, was shotin the 
arm. Hite’s death opened between Liddel 
and Jesse a still wider breach, and the former 
probably surrendered to escape the bullet of 
the latter. The killingcf Hite occurred early 
in February, 1882, just previous to the raid 
made on the Boulton house by Timberlake and 
Craig.’ 
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A MOTHER-IN-LAW SPEAKS. 


The Milllenaire Sulcide of Dayenport Under the @p- 
tics of Mis Wite’s Mother. 

New York, March 16.—Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Libbey, of 379 Pacific street, Brooklyn, mother 
of Mrs, Mary E. Paige, said in reference to the 
recent suicide of Simon B. Paige, the mil- 
lionaire lumber merchant, of Davenport, 
lowa: ‘“‘If there is any hidden mystery about 
the suicide of my son-in-law none would be 
happier to have it revealed: than I and my 
family. If Mr. Paige’s family have any prool! 
of that kind they coula not do better service 
than to make it publicin the interest of jus- 
tice. The statement that my daughter 1s 
an adventuress and induced Mr. Paige 
to marry her by the arts of such char- 
acters is utterly false. We objected 
to the marriage at the outset because of the 
disparity of ages between the groom and 
bride. My daughter was only twenty seven 
and he was fifty-nine. But he showed so 
much real affection, and promised to take 
such good care of her that | consented to the 
union. The assertion that he saw her only 
three times before tte wedding is absurd. 
They corresponded regularly for two years, 
and Mr. Paige stopped a long time with us 
before the wedding. It would seem there is to 
be a contest over the property, and opposition 
is to be made to his widow receiving her 
share. Her relatives, however, will resist 
anything like that, because it is not only 
cruel, but will he based on an entirely erro 
neous conception of the relations ol husband 
and wife. 1 sincerely believe his suicide was 
due to legal troubles. There was nothing in 
his domestic relations. so far as I could ever 
find out, that would prompt his self-destruc- 
tion. The assertion attributed to him by his 
relations that he would kill himself if be tound 
my daughter unsuited to him _ is obviously 
such as no man in his sense would make. Mr. 
Paige was not only a sensible man, but too 
honorable even to have uttered such a 


thing.”’
